The general membership meeting of the Amateur 
Radio Club of El Cajon was called to order by club 
president Paul Rios, KC6QLS at 1915hrs. 
SECRETARY’s report as published in the 
Counterpoise was approved as published. 
EDUCATION: Mike, N6OPH reported that the 
extra theory course would begin on the second 
Tuesday of September. No further classes are 
scheduled for the remainder of the year. 
TREASURER: Mike “Stogie” Panger, KG6J CW 
read his report. It was approved as read and 
filed for audit.

The receiver is a 75A-1 is a 80-10M unit 
from 1947. Only $375 back then!! It has 14 tubes 
and weighs a hefty 57 Ibs. An excellent 
description of it all is at the website: http:// 
www.wa3key.com/ 75al.html This is in great 


shape and the centerpiece for the Museum. 


Also included was it’s matching transmitter, 
the Collins 32V-1. Now this is HEAVY!!! 105 Ibs 
means it is not being moved by anyone anytime 
soon!! It has the same frequency coverage as the 
75A-1 and is good for 120W input on AM Phone 
or 150 on CW. This is also in great shape except 
needing a new glass on the dial and a couple 
knobs. | could fix these easily but it is just 
impossible to move!!

“ARRL Announces Ham Radio Terms 
Added to Webster’s Dictionary” 


Turmoil and change have shaken the 
ranks of our hobby in recent years. 
Controversy over incentive licensing, the 
role a the code, and concern over the 
dwindling ranks of our hobby have caused 
angst and sown the seeds of division among 
hams, young and old. Now, with the spring 
of renewal in Cycle 23 upon us, it is time 
or a healing catharsis for our hobby, with 
“Chicken Noodle Soup for the Ham Radio 
Operator’s Soul”. 


In a Newington press conference, ARRL 
officials have announced the latest Ham Radio terms 
to be added to Merriam-Webster’s Collegiate 
Dictionary. “Terms may include technical descriptions 
or slang expressions which send Hams to the 
dictionary”, explains QST Editor David Sleeper K1ZZZ. 
“To make it into the dictionary, the term must have 
“staying power” or sustained use among Radio 
Amateurs” Sleeper explains. | n order to prove this 
“staying power”, convincing evidence is needed that 
Hams are using the term and it is showing up in 
Amateur Radio conversations and in printed or on- 
line publications. 


“DramaHam” 

Alicensed Radio Amateur whose behavior is given 
to excessive on-air emotional reactions or 
performances. Usually describes activities on VHF 
frequencies, but sometimes includes HF frequencies, 
usually the 75 meter Amateur phone band. Not 
confined to political discourses. See also VHFupset 
or UHFupset. 


An ineffective Ham Radio operator, not operating 
on the air on a regular basis, lacking volunteer or 
local club involvement, not conscious of the need 
for involvement in public service. Little of substance 
to offer the hobby. 


“ORTrepidation” 

The apprehension surrounding the process of signing 
off, announcing you are “QRT”, yet feeling someone 
will call you immediately after you press the “off” 
button. 


The overwhelming urge to use Amateur Radio 
transmitting equipment to overload the amplification 
circuitry of a car stereo being played too loud on public 
streets. Usually experienced by Amateur Radio motorists 
in close proximity to the offending stereo equipment. 


“Spinodial” 

The phenomena Radio Amateurs experience when they 
turn or “spin” Ham Radio transceiver dials too quickly in 
order to QSY from one frequency to another. When 
“spinodial” occurs, Hams are aware QSOs are taking place 
between the point where they began the process of 
changing frequencies and the end point to where they 
eventually ended up, but execute the change so quickly 
as to render the content of the QSOs unintelligible. 


Ham Radio twist on well-known term Couch Potato. 
Describes Radio Amateurs who confine their operating 
activities to a single “HF” frequency. 


“Blaberniche” 

Frequency or repeater frequency pair where a Radio 
Amateur feels a sense of “belonging” and as a result, 
spends time talking to other Hams. 


“Alt imal ist” 

The irresistible urge to obtain, purchase, exchange item 
of like value for, an Amateur Radio antenna or supporting 
equipment. Confined to antennas made of aluminum, of 
sufficient length for resonance on Amateur frequencies. 
Rarely applies to antennas resonant on broadcast 
frequencies. 


Irrational desire to obtain, purchase, exchange item of 
like value for, a transceiver, receiver, or transmitting 
equipment, in quantities which exceed the potential 
owner's ability to operate within one human lifetime. 


“Pariahphone” 

An individual viewed unfavorably by other Ham Radio 
operators, due to excessive reliance on single sideband 
(SSB) or amplitude modulation (AM) of radio waves, as 
opposed to continuous wave modulation (CW). Usually 
confined to discussions regarding the role of Morse Code 
in the Amateur Radio hobby. See also Pariahcode.

“Antennaconceit” 

Excessive admiration of one’s own antenna structure, 
engineered for transmitting or receiving on Amateur 
frequencies. 


Amateur Radio transmitting or receiving antenna 
considered by other Radio Amateurs to be excessive in 
height or dimension. Rarely used in Amateur Radio 
parlance. 


Describes one who attempts to conduct normal activities 
while simultaneously holding a microphone or handheld 
radio for purposes of transmitting on Amateur Radio 
frequencies. Used within Amateur Radio circles as a term 
of endearment. 


a ilim nna” 


A mobile antenna of sufficient height or size to pose a 
significant distraction to other motorists who are not 
Radio Amateurs. See also dramantenna. 


Excessive admiration for one’s operating procedures, 
practiced while transmitting on Amateur Radio 
frequencies. May be expressed through on-air behavior, 
by deliberately engaging in artificial, and excessive 
dialogue with other Hams, in order to show off in front 
of others. Usually conducted on frequencies where 
others are assumed to be listening. Also includes lack 
of modesty in describing accomplishments related to 
Amateur Radio pursuits. 


“Little dit” 
Young male Ham who sends CW. 


“Little dot” 
Young female Ham who sends CW. See also “crumb- 
pounder”. 


“Weller” 

Originally a brand name for soldering iron used by Hams. 
Used by younger Hams to describe someone who is 
particularly attractive, or “hot” in youth parlance, as in 
“he or she is areal weller.” 


“DX Celibate” 
A Ham who has forsaken the comforts of a regular, 
emotion-based personal relationship with a spouse, or 


significant other, for the avocation of chasing DX. May 


describe one who has subordinated his or her marital 
relationship to chasing DX. 


“Hambivalence” 

Simultaneous contradictory feelings toward operation 
on Amateur Radio frequencies. A phenomena most 
frequently observed during low points in sunspot cycles. 
Also be used to describe sentiment toward attendance 
at Amateur Radio club meetings, depending on the guest 
speaker. 


“ORU 'er”’ 

A Radio Amateur who checks into traffic nets, 
consistently without traffic, preferring to announce that 
the Ham is “QRU”. One who checks into traffic or public 
service nets only to hear their own call signs. 


A licensed Radio Amateur who consistently exhibits 
behavior which interferes with the normal operation of 
Amateur Radio social organizations. 


“Ticketletdown” 

The disappointment experienced at Ham Radio events 
when a ticket holder’s number is not drawn in a raffle. 
Intensity of ticketletdown is directly proportional to the 
value of items in the drawing. See also 
raffledisappointment. 


“Gastric Bypass” 

The practice of changing Amateur Radio frequencies to 
avoid hearing comments or conversation which may make 
he listener sick to one’s stomach. 


Aterm used to describe the awkward, mangled phrasing 
which has come to be associated with the owners 


manuals of imported J apanese transceivers.
